Prominent Citizen and Farmer 
Dropa Dead Thia Morning. 



M W I'liryea died very suddenly at his 
home near Aiayslick at an e.irly hour 
this morning. He bad b<)en in the en- 
jrtyment {)l mnal health of late, aiiil the 
sad uewH of hia death waa a surpriae to 
hia friends and relatives. Yesterday he 
was in tbis city attending court, and was 
expected here to-<lay. While making 
preparations to leave home tbis morning, 
he suddenly sank to the Aoot and ex- 
piled in a few minutes. His death is 
attributed to he«rt diseas".
